Mr- Maokenzie*s Policy- 

Already have the readers of this 
journal had placed before tliem the 
outlines of Mr. Mackenzie's railway 
IJolicy, and it must bo confessed that 
it does look somewhat shadowy, al- 
though there is really nothing in it 
absolutefjl to justify ' the ooiiQltlli^i 
that bad faith is oontomplated.':»'It: 
■would, however, be wrong to' judge 
and condemn the new Administration 
upon an election address so vaguely 
and diplomatically _WQrded : as. the j one 
bofbro ua; and itwiU tewell for British 
Columbia, while arming; for war, to 
calmly await ofiBcial explanation. Mean- 
while, let there be mo tampering with 
the Terms, either directly or in- 
directly. The moment British Colum- 
bia takes the initiative in any altera- 
tion or compromise, that moment 
her power is gone. For ourselves, wo 
shall be only too glad to find a satis- 
factory explanation of the seeming dis- 
creijaney between -Mr. Mackenzie's 
utterances in November, and his jiub- 
lished sj)eech in January. Turning 
from the railway to other matters touch- 
ed in Mr. Mackenzie's address first 
of all the new . administration promise 
to "elevate tHe; standoi-d of iniblic 
morality,'; .. .and to conduct public 
aifairs upon principles whidi honest 
men can approve and by j^ractices 
whioh will bear the light of day." It seems 
iini>oasible to believe that with such 
'Itrpf^s .upon his lips the new Premier 
is risallj contemplating breaking faith 
■i(nth,T,the:Paoifio Province as some of 
the Opposition papers woiild have us be- 
lieve. Next he promises "by wise legis- 
lation and a jupt, impartial policy to re- 
move those sectional jealousies and loca 
prejudices which were aggravated by our 
predecessors, and to effect a genuine oon- 
folidation of the Union, under whioh the 
members from the various provinces shall 
meet not as delegates from distant Pro- 
Tinaen hut m reprasentetlTeB-pf jbhe Qtaxo' 
dian people, seouiein the maintenance of 
their Provincial rights, and animated by 
the desire to advance the interests of 
their common country." Ho next 
promises a system of trial of controverted 
elections by judges, and states tliat the 
writs have been issued simultaneously, 
thus carrying out in anticipation the sjjir- 
it of the promised law providing for .sim- 
\iltaneou3 polling throughout the Domin- 
ion. A liberal adjustment of the frunchiso, 
the uniform use of the ballot, abolition of 
proijerty cpialificntioii for incinbors, more 
stringent provisions for preventing cor- 
rupt practices at eloetioiis. improveiuoiit 
of Insolvency laws, the creation of a gen- 
eral Court of Apjical, the improvement of 
the canal sj'stein so as to secure tlio trade 
of the groat "West, and a revision of the 
Militia system — these, together Avith tlie 
railway item presented in aformer article, 
constitute the bill of faro 'aid before tlie 
country for the general election. Nor can 
it bo accused of barrenness, although tlio 
now Admiuistration cannot claim origi- 
nality in respect of all the items. 



Greater Britain. 

During ;Mr. Jenkins' lecture in St. 
. John, N.B., on the subject of Eugliuul 
and her Colonies, ho «dvanced tlio 
propo.sition for a Federated I'lmpirCjin 
wliic^li the Colonies would be repre- 
sented, and would share in the honors 
and glorj^pf tJUe^mothterland. ap^well as 
bear their'share of the burden which 
nationality iinposes. Hon. Peter 
Mitchell, at the close of the lecture, 
took ot'cn.sioii to remark to the audience 
that lie tliouglit it due to himself, as u 
reincKentativo man "and one who had 
helped to mouldCanadaintoflvhat^itiis: 
to-day, to say that in some points ho 
dilTered from the lecturer. He did not 
think that tho proposition for Cana- 
dian representation in the iiritish Pur- 
liainent had found a favoraljle re- 
sponse in in the breast of . the pooiilo 
of Canada. The" ISte Hon. .)(jsei)li 
Howe propounded that doctrine, and 
it took no hold on the people and that 
was at a time when ^vo wore weaker, 
smaller and less able to take care of 
OHrselvcs than at iireseut. PcpieseJi- 
lation iu the British Parliament \70uld 
involve iiB in the responsibili- 
ties of the mother country, . and ^ be li 
means of additional taxatidji.'ivluch wo 
could not .submit to. Mr. Jeiildus in 
replv stated tliat llio reason assi;^ii('d 
by Mr. Mitchell in opposiiii,' the rt;- 
prosentatiou of Canada iu an Imperial 
council, namely, ;that this -involved 
responsibilities, was rtlohe"HlilB(nent to 
point out the danger of tlio situation. 
\Vhat if the perpetuation of tlio eon- 
nectioii butsvccn (.IreaL iiritain and 
Canada did mean alittlo ta>:atiou. Is 
that to be allowed to stand in Llie way V 
If Gimada' did -not wish to do her 
part to niaintaiji the integrity of tho 
Empire, if sheis'ttpt willing to malco 
any sacrifice to seciire that end, why 
lot her be gono as soon as she iileanes.

al of this Province had sjioken of tho le- 
gal advisers of tho Governor-General. 
The hon, gentlemen who opposed the 3d 
clause admitted that they had a personal 
objection to Indians and Chinamen vot- 
ing and he contended that tlio power was 
given to us to prevent them so doing, and 
Jio could not understRud why tho House 
should bo called upon to throw it away, 
as they wore advised to do by tho Attor- 
ney General. He believed this was a bad 
policy. Wo ought to struggle for 
more poyer rather than tOjgiyo up what 
we toea'dy possessed, 1tH« Aiwarffed.tho 
Honse that as voters -(vere eligible for 
election to this Legislatnro that the time 
might como wlien tho Chinese would 
have a majority vote in some con- 
stituencies a)ul tho white man 
would be conipoUod to snrrendor liis 
staad on the floor of this House to the 
Cl^amanlj He admitted that there vas 
more to bo said for Indiana, who were 
tho original owners of the land. 

Mr, Humphreys contended again that 
wo had not tiio powiu- to exclude the 
ChiucEO if naturalized. [Hon. Mr. Wal- 
kom — Hear, hour. J 

Mr. "Walkem called on the House not 
to bo terrified the titles of the Dojjuty 
Minister of Justice, of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and tho Governor-General; they 
woie sometimes mistaken. Tho hon. mem- 
ber for Lillooet had pnt the case in a very 
fair way, and ho asked what tho House 
would do if a gentleman with a pigtail 
conies from Hongkong, a dependency of 
England, and says ho is a British born 
subject and wants a vote; how could we 
deny it any more than to Frenchmen, Ger- 
mims, or oven Queen's County men? He 
said tho object sought by tho clause 
could bo attained by other means. 

Mr. Bunster thought that it was undig- 
iiiiiod for a Minister of the Crown who 
put on so many frills to put Chinamen 
and Indians on tho same footing in 
Frenchmen, Germans and Queen's Coun- 
try men. How dared he do anything of 
tho kind, ninan who dared not - say what 
country he came from? The hon. Attor- 
ney-General might bo proud to come 
from Queen's County himself. Ho was 
sure that he should bo doing right in vot- 
ing for the clause as it stood. 

Mr. Smibho considered that the right to 
regulate the franchise according to our 
own need was in our hands, and he 
thought it would bo foolish not to seize it. 
It was all very well for tho hon. Attorney- 
General to say that tha deputy Minister 
of Justice had blown hot and cold in this 
matter; but the hon, Attorney-General 
httd hiuisvlf dune the eauiu IhinK uu that 
very question. He wcihl^'bib' gHa fo ' hoar 
the hon. Attorney- General state what he 
would put in tha place of clause 3. 

Mr. Booth thought that the Deputy 
Minister of Justice had ot4y decided what 
did and what did not affect the claims of 
the Ottawa Government; ho says nothing 
of the constitutionality of the subject and 
thought that the iniftmHff'bbhatitutionali- 
ty must be decided'ibMBiel'tbe Supreme 
Court of tho Provinoe. ''^e Mmfielf was 
inditrcront as to whSfii^lS^ 'tbe olause' be 
struck out or not. 

Mr. Barnston considered the Dominion 
Government had undoubtedly given us as 
far as they could the right to deal with 
tho question onrselye^t-i-Tl^hat opinii^u, it 
was evident, was shared hot" only by the 
JJupiitjOIiuister of Justice, but also by 
Sir .rolui -V. .MAcdonald, and he consider- 
ed that the Chinese uiiglit bo a great evil 
if admitted to tho francUise. He showed 
that tho iiustoru provinces could and did 
legislate on tho voting of_^ Indians. He 
was not afraid of the*Iad|i&. They would 
not for a long time 'tfotxblO' the polling- 
booths; but tho Chinaman would doubt- 
less bo cuto enough to vote any way he 
was i)aid and throw the hiilancc iufavor ( f 
any comi)elitor who would make it worth 
his while. 

3Ir. liobson iu roply to some remarks 
of Mr. Booth said that we have nothing 
to do with any power whatever, save the 
{r(jvoruuiont at Ottawa, and that wo have 
the power to arrange the fnuiciii.'ie. 

Mr. ^Valkcnl coiiieudeil that uecordiiig 
to the term.? of tliu Bill the question was 
not a ipiestion of tho traucUinc, hut who 
was a British subject. .Ho did not want, 
to be the Chinese 'iidTOcate, but thellaw 
was the law and must be dealt Avith as' it 
slood. It could nolbcgot over tiiat 
these men were many ol tlieiu Bri- 
tish .lubje'Cts and could not bo excluded, 
and he was not going to VLite against the 
clause. If the House wished to pass it 
they could, but he would lay his protest 
before the House to tho ellect that they 
lire making a mistake in a legal point o'f 
viow. 

Mr. IMcCreight would say briefly that 
ho would vote against the clause, llo- 
spccting the Indians in Ontario there was 
no parallel between tho iiosition of the 
natives tberu and here... ^Xj[io p.(>we¥B de- 
legated to us inust'Jieifiseartvitli justice 
anil fairness. 

Mr. Hobsoii reiterated his argument 
iu Hiqjport of tho djcisiou of Mr. Barn- 
ard and. fcsir J. A,. Macdonald . and read 
from tho. r^epoit, and doutonded that if 
Ontario coiTTd " dsdludo 'oribTndian she 
could cicciude all; and wo even had (?x- 
ohided .some white men, those M ho could 
nut road and write, and now, lo and 
liold, wo are tohlwo could not exclinle 
( ;iiiiiatnon. The lion, gr'ntloniun eon- 
tinned at. some length and sat down 
_amidat ftprilituse." ' ' 

Mi'. AValkein had sbriiething more to 
say. Ho wi\s glad to licp.r tiuj a))plauso. 
The speoidi was doubtle u iut;ind(^d 
for the igallory , and not for the House. 
Tho matter was simply a 2>oint ' of liiw, 
and was not allcred by tho hon. gentlo- 
iiiim's eloquence. Ho'complimouted tho 
lato local Attorney-General, oontinjued 
to Rpeak at great length and rb- 
ferreil frequently, M-itli great appar- 
ent, iinli.gnntion, to whut he was pleased 
to oiill the question for the gallery. 

Mr, HolbrookthongUttUe clause might 
bo altered so as to meet the requirement 
of tho case. There was no use passing' a 
cslauso that would bo cut out a. .week or 
two after by the Supreme Court, and liad 
no dimbt that they could not': be;- dpnipd 
any rights they might hnvo ' tis' British 
subject. 

jAlr. Barnslou thought all tlin trouble 
was that the late Adtiiinistrat ion had giv- 
en a dociaiou bearing U2)ou the subjeet. 
No doubt that was tho dififioulty with thi^ 
preaout lion. Attornoy-Gonoral who, /is a 
rninbir of tbo late Cp.binet, no doiibt 
i'oli. 'ni\!iid to ijuppori, their vi? v;., tie 
'.oiiLL-aded ibiit the i.Vutario Oo vi rniiio;i., 
lii.o; lB;ii..iutrd upr.i; fhc Xhdian Vnii/chise, 
■.iiii! iitd baen uuppoi'tcd by Uic Doininion 
Go vurnmont, Tho lato loci.l Government 
had permitted a . similar clause to jjass 
through the House and afterwards refer- 
red thc! motion to Ottawa, and got their 
aaswor, and now thoy wished tho House 
to consider them bettor lawyers than thoy 
had at Ottawa, and perhaps thoy were. 
Ho did not blame them for sticking to 
their ppiuion, thoy woiUd not be worthy 



of representing a single client, but ho 
could not agree with tliem ou this ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith said that the House had 
been the whole day over this clause.whioh 
might be disposed of at once. .He called 
for a vote, and said ho would support the 
clause as it stood. 

Tho question was put and carried that 
tho elaa.-io stand part of tho Bill, Olauso 
i passed. Clause 5, which provides, that 
no Judge, Stipondary Magistrate, Return- 
ing ^Officer or Constable shall vote, 
provoked sdiha discussion. 

An amendment was oft'ered by the hon. 
Provincial Secretary, to strike out cer- 
tain words thereby destroying the oETect 
of the clause, which ho contended was 
unnoce.sary under tho ballot. 

j\[r. Humphreys thought that if any 
alterations were made it would be bettor 
to exclude ollicers in the pay of the Gov- 
ernment, and that if they were allowed to 
vote at all they should not have the pro- 
tection of the ballojt, but should take their 
chances if they chose, to support the 
party which might be beaten.. He thought 
it 'could only lead to corruption and 
trickery. 

Mr. Smith agreed with the last speak- 
er. 

IMr, Barnston dipagroed with tho hon. 
members for Lillooet and Yale, and 
thought that under tho ballot tho Stipen- 
diary i\[agistrates, Itoturning Oflicers, 
etc., and even policoniou ought to vote. 
Tho whole of them were not numerous 
and would not produce any undue inilu- 
enco.
